In the following year some’ of 
meee setters cut duwn'the tree; the hollow was about six feet 
iw diameter, and was filled six inches deep with bones and ‘fea- 
thets, antl other remains of dead birds; such, probably as were 
tho ald and: feeble to fly oat in the spring, They must hate 
otcapied the *tree for many years. 1 have since seen two 
dither ‘trees that have fallen, with similar appearances.”

N ,the:course of last year some schools were founded..in the 
tilly ges of the goverment of: dshutsk, in each. of. which 
from twenty to forty children are received, Many of the 
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lnkutiand Buerati, send their children to these schools to learn 
the-Russian language, and 10 sequive-@knowledge -of -wriling 
and sccounts, that they may be capable of instructing othe 
children, 

In ihe peninsula of Kamtschatka,the natural small-pox car. 
ried offa pretty considerable number of persons annually ; 
but a spy sician of the name of Malaiejew, hasatempted, with 
the happiest success, to diminish this evil. Being in 18)4at 
Oaiout, he brouglit from thence by sea some variolous mat 
ier. tie imgiediately. ineculated 500 persons at the port of 
Si. Peter aud St. Paul, as well grown persons as children, and 
alierwards sent matter to other parts of the peninsula. The 
Kaunscbadales and Korakeans, now thatthey have seen the 
good eilccts of jnoculation, willingly allow themselves and their 
children to be inoculated. M. Malalejew bas taught the 
method of inoculating to some of the native Kamitschadales, in 
every Kawtschadale ostrog and village. He supertends all 
these operations, and those who distinguish themselves by 
their zeal and ability in inoculating, receive certificates of ape 
probation Elitherto aboat S000 persons have heen woculated, 
Tie climate of Kamisechatka isin fact very healthy, and the 
ovigival inhabitants-of the peninsula. frequenily attain a very 
#ieut age, without experiencing the debility wluch usually ac. 
companies it, At Soposchnoje, for example, there lives a 
Kamtschadale woman ofthe name of Daria Sloboatschinowa, 
wboatthe age of 180 epjoys the undiminished use of all her 
faculiies. The above mentioved Doctor Malafejew found at 
Kirgamizkoi,a Kamtschadale, who was above 100 years old, 
aud was able, without spectacles to read the Bible, which he 
explained to his bretheo.
